Rob b er, Escaping With 
Aged W idow ’s Pu rse,

CHICAGO, Dec. 14—Arou sed b y one of the most callou s crimes in 
Chicago police annals, citizens aided au thorities today in an inten­ 
sive hu nt for a pu rse-snatcher who delib erately ran down his vic­ 
tim, a 64-year-old widow on relief, with his au tomob ile and killed 
her. 
At least two men witnessed the mu rder and gave a detailed de­ 
scription of the death car, which later was fou nd ab andoned. Police 
took fingerprints from the car to aid them in their efforts to trace 
the killer or killers. It w-as not knowrn whether more than one man 
was in the car. 
As the crime was reconstru cted a t the inqu est, which w'as contin­ 
u ed u ntil nex t month, the victim, Mrs. Rieka Thompson, tried to 
step the thief after he had taken her pu rse, containing a few dollars 
given her a short time earlier b y her pastor.

COLUMBUS, Dec. 14—The fu­ 
ture of the Muskingum Conservan­ 
cy District rested today in 
the 
hands of A ttorney General Thomas 
J. Herbert as taxpay ers pressed 
for relief from the burden of as­ 
sessments 
to m aintain the flood 
control project in 18 Central Ohio 
counties. 
Key to the problem apparently 
rested in an opinion requested from 
Herbert as to whether officials 
of the district held the power un­ 
der present laws to turn over to 
the federal government the 
14 
dams and adjacent land contained 
in the flood control project. Fed­ 
eral 
authorities 
already 
have 
agreed to accept the district and 
place it under the jurisdiction of 
the war departm ent. 
Plight of taxpay ers in scores of 
communities 
which had pledged 
support to the program was out­ 
lined at a joint senate-house com­ 
mittee hearing a t which several re­ 
quests were made for a special 
session of the legislature in Jan ­ 
uary to deal with the problem. 
Killing Awaited 
The committee, headed by Sen. 
W alter G. Nickels (R-Tuscarawas), 
adjourned until the week after 
Christmas to aw ait a ruling from 
Herbert on the m atter. It was ex­ 
plained that if the district had the 
power to deed the project to the 
federal government, the problem 
would be solved. 
Action on the investigation was 
forced by the Muskingum Valley 
Association, a taxpay ers group, 
headed 
by G. 
L. Lodgsden, 
of 
Zanesville. Representatives from 
from other cities in the district a t­ 
tended the session to present their 
views on the flood control project. 
Officials of the conservancy dis­ 
trict denied before the committee 
charges made by the association 
that had been operated inefficient­ 
ly and that some property acquir­ 
ed for the flood control project 
had been appraised “far above or­ 
dinary commercial value.” 
Speaking for officials of the dis­ 
trict, B. C. Browning, secretary 
of the organizatidn contended that 
most property owners had com­ 
plaints on file today . 
Judge 
Robert B. Putnam, 
of 
Millersburg, presiding judge of the 
conservancy district court, which 
has jurisdiction over the project, 
urged the committee to ask for a 
special session of the legislature 
as soon as possible to enact legis­ 
lation that W'oulrt settle the flood 
control problem permanently . 
Special Session Asked 
C. A. Fisher, chief counsel for 
the conservancy district, also re 
commended that a special session 
be called on the m atter. 
“Is this issue of such public in­ 
terest that it should be done im- 
*■ mediately ?” 
Chairm an 
Nickels 
asked Fisher. 
“I believe it is,” Fisher replied. 
Fisher added, however, that a 
favorable opinion by the a tto rn ^ 
general might settle the transfer 
problem, but that the legislature 
might still have to take action to 
make certain to insure that 
the 
state obtain conservational and re­ 
creational benefits from the flood 
district. 
It was explained that 10 fair- 
sized artifical lakes had been cre­ 
ated by the program which could 
be used by Ohioans some day for 
fishing, swdmming and boating. 
Officials of the 
conservancy 
board made it clear to the commit­ 
tee that they w'ere unw'illing 
to 
turn over the lands to the federal

Key to the problem apparently 
rested in an opinion requested from 
Herbert as to whether officials 
of the district held the powrer un­ 
der present laws to turn over to 
the federal government the

dams and adjacent land contained 
i in lh. 
ri’H.M c o n t r o l p r o j e c t 
Fed­ 
eral 
authorities 
already 
have 
agreed to accept the district and 
place it under the jurisdiction of 
the war department. 
Plight of taxpayers in scores of 
communities which had pledged 
support to the program was out­ 
lined at a joint senate-house com­ 
mittee hearing at which several re­ 
quests were made for a special 
session of the legislature in Jan- 
' nary to deal with the problem. 
Ruling Awaited 
The committee, headed by Sen. 
Walter G. Nickels (R-Tuscarawas), 
adjourned until the week after 
Christmas to await a ruling from 
Herbert on the matter. It was ex­ 
plained that if the district had the 
power to deed the project to the 
federal government, the problem 
would be solved. 
Action on the investigation was 
forced by the Muskingum Valley 
Association, a taxpayers group, 
headed 
by G. 
L. Lodgsden, 
of 
Zanesville. Representatives from 
from other cities in the district at­ 
tended the session to present their 
views on the flood control project. 
Officials of the conservancy dis­ 
trict denied before the committee 
charges made by the association 
that had been operated inefficient­ 
ly and that some property acquir­ 
ed for the flood control project 
had been appraised “far above or­ 
dinary commercial value.” 
Speaking for officials of the dis­ 
trict, B. C. Browning, secretary 
of the organizatidn contended that 
most property owners had com­ 
plaints on file today. 
Judge 
Robert B. Putnam, 
of 
Millersburg, presiding judge of the 
conservancy district court, which 
has jurisdiction over the project. 
urged the committee to ask for a 
special session of the legislature 
as soon as possible to enact legis­ 
lation that would settle the flood 
control problem permanently, 
Special Session Asked 
C. A. Fisher, chief counsel for 
the conservancy district, also re­ 
commended that a special session 
be called on the matter. 
“Is this issue of such public in­ 
terest that it should be done im­ 
mediately?” 
Chairman 
Nickels 
asked Fisher. 
“I believe it is,” Fisher replied. 
Fisher added, however, that a 
favorable opinion by the a tto rn ^ 
general might settle the transfer 
problem, but that the legislature 
might still have to take action to 
make certain to insure that 
the 
state obtain conservational and re­ 
creational benefits from the flood 
district. 
It was explained that IO fair­ 
sized artifical lakes had been cre­ 
ated by the program which could 
be used by Ohioans some day for 
fishing, swimming and boating. 
Officials of the

But it has now become a 
small factor in our efficient de­ 
mocracy! 
After six years of the “health 
giving” Nazi rule the total death 
rate has increased until 80,000 
more persons now die annually in 


i the new Germany than in the old. 
And, women readers, here is 
something for you especially. Ger­ 
man women 
are 
on a 
strike 
against motherhood. 
Despite the 
effort of the state to increase 
marriage and propagation by tax­ 
ing 
bachelors, 
distinctions 
for 
mothers, and credits for marriage, 
yet marriages and births have 


both declined since Hitler came 
to power. 
If Dr. Gumpert is correct, it 
is plain that the German people 
are 
worked 
out. 
They 
have 
reached the limit of their physi­ 
cal and phychtc powers. 
They 
have made a heroic effort to re­ 
build their prestige after Var- 
sailles. 
But from these facts it 
does not seem possible that Ger­ 
many can win a war of exhaus­ 
tion. 
If that is the war we are 
to have the plight of these mil­ 
lions who have accepted a Spar­ 
tan 
discipline, 
and 
especially 
their children, will be so terrible 
that even the hates engendered 
by war ought not to dull our 
mercy!
